CHICAGO, Feb. 10 —The Covérnment's

carefully prepared case ngainst the Inde-
pendent Harvester Company collapsed sud-
denly today when Judge A. l. Sanborn,
far Inck of evidence, ordered a verdict of
“net guilty.,” Twelve oMoars of the con-
oern, brought to trinl after an Investigation
covering more than a year at an expense
of $100,000, were aequitted.
